Comparison was made difficult, 
however because of the addition 
of tile high school building, com­ 
plete reorganization of bus trans­ 
portation and the growth of the 
school population of the district. 
The committee was told that 
cost of custodial services has gone 
from $13,384 in 1958 to approxi­ 
mately $21,000 which 
has 
been 
budgeted for this year. Fuel costs 
of $7,085 in 1958 reached $19,686 in 
1961 according to Burger. He re­ 
ported that cost will he substan­ 
tially reduced this year due to ad­ 
ditional insulation of pipes and cor­ 
recting flaws in the heating sys­ 
tem at the high school. 
One cost w'hich has been greatly 
r e d u c e d has been the cost of 
school work books. This amounted 
to $3500 in 1959, but has now been 
reduced to $1124. Burger explained 
that the reduction is due in part to 
the 
elimination 
of 
some 
work 
books and in part to the require­ 
ment that s t u d e n t s above the 
fourth grade must now purchase 
their own workbooks. 
Burger explained that the cost 
of text books, a large item in any 
school budget, had been reduced 
this past year by having 200 vol­ 
umes rebound at a cost tm $1 per 
book instead of purchasing new 
ones which w o u l d have averag­ 
ed about $5 per book. 
A large part of the meeting was 
used in discussing transportation 
problems. The d i s t r i c t is now 
operating many out-dated buses. 
R e p a i r costs have doubled and 
it will be impossible to replace 
them with new buses until 1963 
and then only if the two mill levy 
up for vote at the prim ary election 
is passed. It was explained t h a t 
the life expectancy of a bus is ten 
years. A district operating sixteen 
buses should replace one or two 
each year. But because of limited 
funds L o g a n Elm has not been 
able to do this. 
In answer to a question as to 
how bus transportation could be 
handled more economically, the 
committee was told that students 
could be picked up only at more 
populated areas. They would pro­ 
vide their own ti a s p o rt at iou to 
these points. 
Transportation for high school 
students could be eliminated en­ 
tirely. 
G r a d e 
school 
children 
could be held until the high school 
students could be brought back to 
the elementary buildings. T h i s 
would make the day longer than 
that approved for elementary stu­ 
dents and not permit a day l o n g 
enough to offer a full curriculum 
to the high school students. 
The latter plan while limiting 
miles driven could nut be carried 
out with only the sixteen buses 
now being used because six buses 
now make d o u b l e runs carry 
mg both high school and grade stu 
dents. 
With the expected annual growth 
of 4.5 per cent, each year brings 
almost one more bus load of chil­ 
dren to be transported. The same 
growth rate would more than fill 
one more classroom creating an 
additional load on all school fac­ 
ilities as well as the teaching staff. 
B u r g e r estimated that t h o r e 
would be 300 students at the high 
school next term

They know what happens to ani­ 
mals giv en pretty good wallops of 
radiation, or b ig doses of stron­ 
tium-9 0 or radioactiv e iodine. They 
know. for example, that strontium 
goes to b ones, and can produce 
b one cancer rn animals. But it 
takes 1.000 to 10.000 times the 
amount of strontium represented 
so far in fallout to produce the 
hon*' cancers in animals, 
Still, that giv es them cause for 
caution ab out what the far more 
tiny doses from fallout might do 
to humans ov er the years. But 
the scientist's phrase of "might 
he hazardous" is sometimes taken 
to mean any amount will he haz­ 
ardous. 
Federal radiation experts hav e 
estab lished what they b eliev e are 
sound safety limits regarding spe­ 
cial threat fallout atoms. These 
are the maximum amounts of ra­ 
dioactiv e strontium, iodine, or ces­ 
ium which they b eliev e a person 
could take in or he exposed to 
daily and still not b e harmed. 
Fallout in the air, in milk or food, 
rarely has exceeded these limits, 
and then only for b rief periods.

Facts about Fallout 


Full Knowledge on Dangers 


O f Radiation Stil Lacking

O ther parents at tim es of nu­ 
clear tests, and even long after­ 
w ard, won’t allow their children 
to drink milk for fear it is con­ 
tam inated with radioactive iodine 
tha» would give them thyroid can­ 
cer. 
Scientists 
are 
generally 
dis­ 
m ayed over s u c h extrem e rea c­ 
tions to real or potential hazards 
in fallout. 
They know what happens to ani­ 
m als given pretty good wallops of 
radiation, or big doses of stron- 
tium-90 or radioactive iodine. They 
know, for exam ple, that strontium 
goes to bones, and can produce 
bone cancer in anim als. But it 
takes 
1.000 to 10.000 tim es the 
am ount of strontium represented 
so far in fallout to produce the 
born' cancers in anim als. 
Still, that gives them cause for 
caution about what the far more 
tiny doses from fallout might do 
to hum ans over the years. But 
the scientist's phrase of “ might 
be hazardous” is som etim es taken 
to m ean any am ount will be haz­ 
ardous. 
Federal radiation experts have 
established what they believe are 
sound safety lim its regarding spe­ 
cial threat fallout 
atom s. 
These 
are the m axim um am ounts of ra ­ 
dioactive strontium , iodine, or ces­ 
ium which they believe a person 
could take in or be exposed to 
daily and still not be harm ed. 
Fallout in the air, in milk or food, 
rarely has exceeded these lim its, 
and then only for brief periods. 
But they cannot offer absolute 
proof of no bodily harm from test 
fallout. Full knowledge about such 
radiation is lacking. 
This uncertainty createa an is­ 
sue in discussions of the need for 
nuclear testing, the m oral right to 
test, and the fear that testing en­ 
hances prospects of ultim ate war. 
New r e s e a r c h experim ents 
are aimed at learning what the 
som atic or bodily effects of low- 
level, chronic radiation may be. 
One project being started here 
at the Oak 
Ridge National Lab­ 
oratory by a team of specialists 
will involve a colony of 100,000 


mice, quite ap art from the mice 
used in genetic studies. 
Hundreds to thousands of mice 
will be exposed to various dosages 
of gam m a rays from radioactive 
cesium over periods of days to 
months. 
Then they will be observed and 
exam ined during their lifespans— 
norm ally about two years or So­ 
to see if they live less long or 
get more cancers, leukem ias and 
other ailm ents than mice not so 
exposed, explains Dr. A. C. Upton, 
a pathologist and physiologist. 
Little is known about the long­ 
term effects of low am ounts of 
external radiation, he adds. Mice 
here will receive total dosages of 
five to 50 roentgens. That is about 
as low an am ount as it is practi­ 
cal to give and still hope to see 
any 
m easurable 
results 
among 
hundreds of m ice. 
It is already known that a dos­ 
age given at a low rate generally 


has no m ore than one-quarter to 
one-third the effect on mice as 
the 
sam e 
am ount given rath er 
rapid!?. 
Life shortening from radiation 
has been observed so far in m ice, 
Dr. Upton adds. But 
little in h u ­ 
m ation is available about anim als 
larger than mice, and about hu­ 
mans.

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Britain's View on Commies 


Those who have wondered about the 
larger num ber of s e c u r i t y violations 
revealed in Britain than in the U n i t e d 
States may have their answ er in the find­ 
ings of a com m ittee headed by Lord R ad­ 
cliffe after a year of study. 
The communist party’s total strength in 
Britain is only about 30,000 in a popula­ 
tion of more than 52 million. But the com­ 
munist party is not outlawed and the Bri­ 
tish government does not exclude com* 
mists from the bureaus. 
In this climate of freedom the reds, the 
report says, have become “the most for­ 
midable of the subversive organizations in 
Britain.” The danger is agravated by a 
“ general lack of conviction that any sub­ 
stantial threat exists to security.” 
In addition to getting into the govern­ 


m ent the Reds have penetrated labor un­ 
ions and trade associations. Intelligence 
services of the Soviet Union are steadily 
at work to learn Britain’s m ost valued se­ 
crets. 
Among recommendations: Opportunities 
of civil s e r v a n t s to copy documents 
should be limited no person having a com ­ 
m unist connection or suspected of being 
under the influence of red blackm ail should 
be employed in a s e n s i t i v e post the 
security system should be resurveyed, and 
the security education of all governm ent 
servants should be begun. 
These proposals seem far from drastic 
in view of the provocation. But they are 
apparently as far as the British intend to 
go at this time. 


Tax Bill Protests Grow 


Senators in the nation’s capital report a 
sudden and startling flood of mail protest­ 
ing the provision in the adm inistration’s 
ta x revision bill that would subject divid­ 
ends and interest to withholding tax. 
A partial explanation m ay be found in 
the notices that at least one mutual-fund 
headquarters sent to shareholders. These 
notices suggested to fund m em bers that 
they 
write their congressmen o protest 
against tho bill. 
The point made in the fund’s letter was 
that m any shareholders leave their divi­ 
dends to accum ulate instead of withdraw­ 


ing the cash. Under the withholding pro­ 
vision a portion of the dividends would go 
directly to the federal governm ent and 
thus shareholders would lose the benefit of 
allowing the accumulation of dividends 
over a period of tim e and paying the tax 
when the money finally was withdrawn, 
the fund’s letter said. 
Regardless of the reason no senator will 
dare to ignore the protests. So don’t be 
surprised if this provision of the tax b i l l 
suddenly loses its attractiveness for the 
Senate Finance Commitee. 


Garry Moore Grateful, Lucky

He remains, 
after 27 years in radio and 12 in 
television, one of the biggest prof­ 
it-producing performers in the en­ 
tertainm ent field.

This puts him on a par with, or

“ I must, be extraordinarily for­ 
tunate," Garry said. " I’ve never 
had as much fun as I’m having 
now. I never get up with a feeling 
of hating to go to work, as some 
people do.

I still get a big thriU 
out of working with people I’ve 
admired for years—such as Duke 
Ellington and Ed Wynn. As a kid,

NEW YORK (AP)—The govern­ 
ment championing of the public 
interest in wage and other labor 
demands is the other side of the 
coin to its pressuring for a price 
level it considers beneficial. 
And a lot of people have been 
wondering out loud what trends in 
the government attitude toward 
labor might be developing. 
The report of a presidential ad­ 
visory panel urging more power 
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for a president to deal with na­ 
tional emergency strikes may give 
a clue—more intervention in more 
disputes. But the wide split among 
panel members as to the roles 
labor and management are now 
playing shows the issue is far 
from settled. 
The panel members did agree 
that the White House should be 
allowed to intervene directly, rath 
er til an through the courts as now 
provided, more quickly to get an 
80 day cooling off period. 
The crux of a new labor policy, 
if one is to develop, may lie in 
what the panel sidetracked, how­ 
ever, rather ^than what it pro­ 
posed. 
That is the dispute which has 
been 
growing 
hotter 
of 
late. 
Should labor be curbed by law 
from 
exercising 
what 
m anage­ 
ment calls the monopoly powers 
of some unions? Tho management 
argument is that federal laws put 
tight curbs on corporations’ using 
monopoly powers, but none on la­ 
bor's, if any such powers exist as 
charged.

Dents who have talked at length 
against a measure which would 
exempt anyone with a sixth-grade 
education from having to take a 
literacy test to vote in federal 
election*.

Keating,

N Y., told the Senate Monday that 
the

it, the bill would provide no nota­ 
ble contribution to upholding civil 
rights.

The times require a radical ap­ 
proach to taxation to get the coun­ 
try moving. 
I have, for many 
years, recommended the transac­ 
tion tax as a substitute for the per- 
sonal income tax. 
Perhaps the 
transaction tax is not the best re­ 
medy, but a remedy must be found 
because both the personal income 
tax and the corporate income tax 
are too damaging to the morale of 
the country. 
What is the moral basis of our 
economic system? It is that the in­ 
dividual labors to provide for him- 
self and his family, to set aside an 
estate to support his old age and 
disabilities, to educate his children 
and to improve their status in the 
community and to leave something 
over for them when he dies. 
AU the social security devices 
have not succeeded in making the 
American people dependent upon 
government. Americans still want 
to earn their own way; want to 
build their own lives around a fam­ 
ily; want to form the pattern of 
their own lives. This we might caU 
the capitalist system, the free en­ 
terprise s y s t e m , but a better 
term for it is the System of Free 
Individuals j o i n e d together in 
families and living by mutual re­ 
spect and aid. 
The mechanism of this system 
is the exchange of goods, services 
and labor by m e a n s of money. 
Government, in s u c h a system, 
rightfully p e r f o r m s only such 
tasks as individuals or groups of 
individuals cannot perform privat­ 
ely. Because of war and economic 
miscalculation, d u r i n g the past 
half century, the tasks that have 
fallen to government or which gov­ 
ernment has assumed have grown 
more numerous. 
For instance, the task of keeping 
the streets clean is a proper gover­ 
nment function, long recognized 
and relatively inexpensive, b u t 
the orbiting of the 
Earth, the 
search for means to control weath­ 
er, the need to maintain an equal­ 
ity of intricate defense involve new 
and ultra expensive governmental 
costs. These coats force upon the 
individual as well as upon gover­ 
nment a restudy and a revision of 
the tax rn e t h o d s of the nation, 
which require a greater vigilance 
against cheating but a gentler ap 
proach to the individual and the 
corporation lest our economic sys­ 
tem and morale be destroyed not 
only by the amount of taxation but 
by the methods of taxation. Con­ 
fidence in the ay stem of govern­ 
ment can be destroyed by the 
tax collector 
From a political standpoint, this 
subject is 
extremely 
important. 
The present Administration is mak­ 
ing a v a l i a n t effort to halt the 
inflation which is like a rotting 
disease. 
Psychologically the at­ 
tempt to do It by means of taxea 
was tried by the Roosevelt Admin­ 
istration which uses taxes to alter 
the social system of the country. 
The method prolonged the 1929 De­ 
pression until 1938.

Satellites Help 


Solve Cosmic 
Gas Mystery

Som e results of satellite probes 
into space, and a look at the im ­ 
portance of sunshine on earth are 
subjects for science at work: 
Winds of Space 


Just how large are the clouds 
of cosm ic gas traveling through 
space? How much cosm ic radia­ 
tion shoots through the reaches of 
our galaxy, the Milky Way? 


Satellites gave astronom ers and 
physicists a w ay to probe these 
m ysteries, and at a recent m eet­ 
ing of the A m erican P hysical So­ 
ciety, som e of the results w ere 
sum m arized 
Explorer XI, for instance, car­ 
ried a telescope capable of se e ­ 
ing 
high 
energy 
gam m a 
rays, 
tiny but powerful bullets of rays 
that travel in straight lines and 
are 
not 
affected 
by 
m agnetic 
fields 
The cosm ic gases are clouds of 
the 
hearts 
of 
hydrogen 
atom s. 
When cosm ic rays hit these atom ­ 
ic hearts, gam m a rays are pro­ 
duced. 
By m easuring the gam m a rays, 
physicists can deduce how m any 
hydrogen 
liearts 
or 
nuclei 
and 
how m any cosm ic rays there are 
—and perhaps, eventually, where 
these winds in space com e from . 
Current 
studies 
Indicate 
there 
m ay be m any m ore cosm ic rays 
and 
m ore gases than estim ated 
earlier. 
We and Our Shadow 
The 
earth 
apparently 
casts 
a 
shadow in space. It isn't a shadow 
of light 
and dark, but only 
an 
area sheltered by earth and its 
m agnetic field from the winds of 
charged gases that pour through 
our galaxy. 
Satellites, ranging far out into 
space, have shown that this sort 
of sheltered area or shadow ex- 
sist. Its 
exact 
lim its a r e

known. 
Are these winds of space pour­ 
ing out from the sun? If so, the
